Recently  a BYU  student  was  arrested 
and  charged  with  the  illegal  possession  of 
marijuana.  His  name  has  been  withheld 
pending  the  outcome  of  his  trial. 

Some  have  expressed  dismay  for  not 
dutifuliy  informing  the  public  of  the  culprit. 
Somewhere  in  the  archives  of  American 
justice  it  states  a man  is  still  innocent  until 
proven  guilty. 

A few  years  ago  a civil  rights  worker 
was  shot  to  death  on  a Mississippi  highway. 
Three  Klansmen  were  arrested  and  held  as 
possible  suspects.  Although  there  w'ere 
strong  implicative  evidences  linking  them  to 
the  crime,  they  were  still  innocent  until  the 
final  verdict  of  the  jury.  Before  such  a jury 
could  get  together,  our  President  publicly 
condemned  these  men  for  the  crime. 

If  this  student  is  guilty  and  is  linked 
to  the  charges,  the  story,  along  with  his 
name,  will  be  made  public.  But  had  his  name 
been  linked  to  the  charge  beforehand,  this 
student  would  be  blackballed  in  every  con- 


ceivable way  as  a result.  This  would  be 
especially  true  if  he  were  to  be  cleared  of 
the  charges. 

Lee  J.  Baily,  the  lawyer  who  successfully 
defended  Dr.  Sam  Shepherd,  pointed  out 
that  people  tend  to  pass  judgement  on  an 
individual  just  because  he  has  been  arrested 
as  a suspect  for  a crime. 

In  the  Speck  trial  the  courts  passed 
®L’ong  rulings  that  impaired  court  coverage 
of  the  trial.  It  was  to  protect  Speck’s  repu- 
tation until  positive  proof  could  be  estab- 
lished. 

Knowing  the  name  of  a BYU  student  — 
other  than  for  gossip  purposes,  could  only 
hurt  him  if  he  w'ere  to  return  to  campus.  If 
he  IS  guilty,  he  won’t  likely  be  around.  Then, 
“ important  who  the  student  W'as. 

We  believe  in  giving  the  person  the  benefit 
of  the  doubt. 

We  have  no  obligation  to  print  names 
until  after  the  guilt  of  offenders  is  estab- 
lished. 

And  we  won’t.  r y.

GM  Antitrust  Suit 

May  Be  In  Offing 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)— The  Just- 
ice  Department  has  drawn  up  an 
antitrust  suit  against  General 
Motors  but  has  not  decided  whet- 
her to  file  it  in  cwirt  in  an  attempt 
to  break  up  the  world’s  largest 
industrial  corporation,  it  was 
learned  Tuesday. 

One  source  told  UPI  that  the 
suit  had  been  “gathering  dust  for 
many  morphs”  and  that  it  was 
up  to  President  Johnson  to  decide 
what  to  do  with  it. 

A Justice  Department  spokes- 
man, not  mentioning  GM’s  name, 
conceded  that  “the  automobile  in- 
dustry has  been  under  investiga- 
ti<wi  and  study  for  many  years  by 
the  antitrust  division.”

Although  winds  were  still  blow- 
ing at  10  miles  an  hour  with  gusts 
up  to  35  miles  an  hour  Tuesday, 
750  firefighters,  aided  from  the  air 
by  helicopters  and  aerial  tankers, 
were  able  to  declare  the  Malibu 
fire  75  per  cent  contained  by  mid- 
morning. 

In  Orange  County  where  the  52 
homes,  many  in  the  $100,000  cat- 
egory, were  consumed  by  flames, 
firemwi  said  they  had  established 
lines  around  90  per  cent  of  the  fire, 


with  (Mily  approximately  four  miles 
in  Black  Star  Canyon,  a “fairly 
uninhabited”  area,  uncontained. 

Damage  from  the  Oange  fire 
was  estimated  at  more  than  $2  mil- 
lion, and  county  officials  said 
homeowners  cooperating  with  fire- 
fighters saved  at  least  1,000  other 
homes  from  the  flames.  They  said 
the  estimate  was  based  on  the  num- 
ber of  homes  standing  undamaged 
amid  charred  vegetation.  Many 
residents  spent  hours  spraying 
their  homes  with  water  to  try  to 
save  them  from  the  advancing 
flames.
